In his final act as a member of the 
Washington Senior High School faculty, 
Commander Robert L. Self led the 
Junior Naval 
ROTC Unit in the 
presentation of colors prior to the start 
of the graduation exercises for 157

The program at Gardner Park was 
initiated by the processional played by 
the high school band, under the 
direction of Charles L. Shaffer. 
After the Rev. Gerald Wheat offered 
the invocation, the Rev. Wilbur Bullock 
delivered the scripture reading and 
class sermon.

Suggesting an ideal means of 
preparing for the future, without giving 
up the richness of the moment, Stim­ 
pert read “Desiderata,” which was 
written in a letter to a troubled friend 
by a nun in the 1600’s. The moving 
prose work was recently provided with 
a musical background to become a 
popular recording.

The year’s biggest flurry of primary 
elections hits eight states Tuesday 
when voters choose nominees to suc­ 
ceed retiring governors in California 
and New Mexico and a U.S. senator in 
Iowa. 
Also at stake are nominations for 
senator and governor in South Dakota, 
a Senate seat in California, 
the 
governorship of Iowa and 76 U.S. House 
seats in the eight states. Forty-three of 
the House seats are in California. 
Eighteen 
Democrats 
and 
six 
Republicans want to succeed GOP Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, who is stepping down 
after two terms and preparing for a 
possible White House bid in 1976. 
Public opinion polls indicated the 
clear front-runners were Democrat 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., 36, son of the 
governor that Reagan defeated in 1966, 
and Republican Houston I. Flournoy, 
44, California state controller. Brown is 
California secretary of state. 
In New Mexico, six Democrats and 
four Republicans are bidding for 
nominations to succeed Democratic 
Gov. Bruce King, who cannot succeed 
himself. 
Iowa Democrat Harold E. Hughes is 
vacating his U.S. Senate seat, aban­ 
doning politics to become a religious 
lay leader. 
Democratic Rep. John C. Culver is 
unopposed for the nomination for 
Hughes’ seat. State Sen. George 
Milligan and State Rep. David Stanley, 
who lost to Hughes six years ago, are in 
the GOP primary. 
Republican Gov. Robert D. Ray of 
Iowa 
is 
unopposed in his 
party 
renomination bid. There are three 
Democratic candidates. 
In South Dakota, Gov. Richard F. 
Kneip’s bid for a third term is 
challenged in the Democratic primary 
by Lt. Gov. William Dougherty, his 
running mate in the past two cam­ 
paigns. 
Democratic Sen. George McGovern 
is 
unopposed 
for 
his 
party’ 
renomination, while three Republicans 
compete to battle him in the general 
election, including retired Air Force 
Col. Leo K. Thorsness, who spent six 
years in a North Vietnamese prison 
camp. 
U.S. House nominations are at stake 
in 
New 
Jersey, 
Montana 
and 
Mississippi. 
In California, Sen. Alan Cranston 
faced only token opposition from two 
other Democrats. There were five 
Republicans in the race including state 
Sen. H. L. Richardson and Earl Brian, 
former health and welfare secretary 
under Reagan. 
The California election could provide 
a test of potential reaction to Watergate 
and related political scandals. 


Since 1969 Republican Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke, 50, was considered the front- 
runner and apparent heir of Reagan’s 
support for the gubernatorial nomi­ 
nation. But his support weakened and 
his campaign funds virtually dried up 
when he was indicted by a Watergate 


grand jury on three counts of lying to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee in 
1972. 
Californians also will decide a major 
political reform measure put on the 
ballot by petition campaign in reaction 
to Watergate. 
Colson enters 
plea of guilty 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— Former 
presidential aide Charles W. Colson 
pleaded guilty today to a charge that he 
led an attempt to influence the outcome 
of the Daniel Ellsberg trial in 1971. 
Colson pleaded guilty to a one-count 
grand jury indictment accusing him of 
obstruction of justice. 
Other charges against Colson related 
to the break-in at the office of 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist were dropped in 
the surprise court development. 
Indications were that charges 
against Colson in the Watergate cover­ 
up also would be dropped. 
The new indictment said Colson 
attempted to get the original Ellsberg 
case “tried in the newspapers.” 
Ellsberg, a former Pentagon analyst, 
had been accused of leaking the Pen­ 
tagon Papers to the press. 
But Ellsberg was freed in early 1973 


when Judge Matthew Byrne found 
misconduct by the government in the 
case, citing wiretapping and the break­ 
in at the office of Dr. Lewis Fielding. 
The indictment to which Colson 
pleaded guilty said he devised and 
implemented “a scheme to defame and 
destroy 
the 
public 
image 
and 
credibility of Daniel Ellsberg and those 
engaged in the legal defense of Daniel 
Ellsberg...” 
Appearing before U.S. District Judge 
Gerhard Gesell, Colson said “my 
motives and purpose were to neutralize 
Dr. Ellsberg as an antiwar speaker... It 
didn’t matter to me that he was facing 
serious criminal charges.” 
Gesell set Colson’s sentencing for 
June 21. The maximum penalty for the 
one-count indictment is five years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
must shift the balance of power from 
state agencies to local agencies, a 
special panel on local governments has 
recommended. 
The Ohio Commission on Local 
Government Services, in a report 
completed last week, said county 
commissioners in particular should be 
given more jurisdiction in local mat­ 
ters. 
County commissioners should be able 
to appoint county executives to free 
them to play a more legislative role, 
the report said. 
Furthermore, commissioners should 
have the option to create departments 
of law, personnel, finance, detention 
and corrections, water and sewers, 
public works and health, the report 
said. 
“The state of Ohio has long neglected 
its role in setting policy for the 
operation of its own agencies and those 
of its beal units of government,” the 
report said. 
The state “has no logical financial 
distribution 
philosophy 
for 
its 
numerous grants to units of local 
government,” it continued. 
“Financial disparities between units 
of government abound. The formulas 
do not reflect local fiscal responsi­ 
bilities. Tax effort and financial needs 
are not considered in state allocations. 
In short, the entire system is in need of 
overhaul.” 
Other recommendations in the report 
included: 
—Creation of a seven-member, at- 
large board of county commissioners 
for counties of more than 290,000 
residents.

Senate opens 
arms debate 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate is 
opening debate on a $21.8-billion 
military procurement bill with em­ 
phasis on programs to increase the 
accuracy and yield of nuclear weapons. 
The technological improvements 
advocated by the Defense Department 
to provide “strategic flexibility” are 
challenged as a potential stimulant to 
the U.S.-Soviet arms race. 
Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, D-N.H., 
sees prospective U.S. ability to destroy 
Soviet missiles in their silos as possible 
provocation for a Soviet first strike in 
“an international wild west filled with 
fears and dangers of a nuclear fast 
gun.” 
Debate begins today, with a vote 
anticipated by midweek. The con­ 
troversy highlights a congressional 
program for the week that will see 
possible action also on taxes, ap­ 
propriations and an extension of the 
Sugar Act. 
The House, which already has passed 
a $22.6-billion companion to the annual 
military procurement bill for fiscal 
year 1975, is scheduled to act Tuesday 
on a compromise $769-million sup­ 
plem ental 
defense 
procurement 
measure for fiscal 1974. 
Wednesday, the House takes up a bill 
to extend the 1937 Sugar Act for five 
years with a reduction in federal 
payments to domestic sugar producers 
and a continued system of import 
quotas for 32 countries. 
House action is slated Thursday on 
appropriations for flood control, 
reclamation and other public works 
projects and the Atomic Energy 
Commissibn, after final committee 
recommendations earlier in the week. 


John Doar, chief counsel for the 
impeachment inquiry, said that, 
“unless you start with the premise that 
every allegation is true, I don’t think it 
yanks the rug out from under us.” 
Meanwhile, a committee member, 
Rep. 
Jerom e 
Waldie, 
D-Calif., 
predicted Nixon would be impeached 
and tried in the Senate. Waldie ap­ 
peared Sunday on the CBS program 
“Face the Nation,” with fellow com­ 
mittee member Lawrence Hogan, R- 
Md. 
Hogan did not agree with Waldie that 
Nixon would be impeached for ob­ 
struction of justice in the Watergate 
cover-up, but said that if impeachment 
does come “it will come in the areas 
related to Watergate.” 
On the West coast, six governors 
interviewed on NBC’s “ Meet the 
Press” said evidence sought by the 
committee should be released by 
Nixon. The six, attending the National 
Governor’s Conference in Seattle, were 
Democrats Jimmy Carter of Georgia, 
Daniel Walker of Illinois, Wendell 
Anderson of Minnesota and Wendell 
Ford of Kentucky, and Republicans 
Tom McCall of Oregon and Daniel J. 
Evans of Washington. 
Carter and McCall also said failure of 
Nixon to give up the evidence should be 
ground for removing him from office. 
In the ITT phase of the impeachment 
inquiry, the committee is investigating 
the allegation that an antitrust suit 
against International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corporation was settled in 
return for a pledge of financial help 
toward the cost of conducting the 1972 
Republican National Convention in San 
Diego. In addition, it is alleged that 
perjury may have been committed by 
several administration officials during 
the Senate hearings on the nomination 
of Richard Kleindienst as attorney 
general. Last Thursday, special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski, in a letter to 
Rep. J. J. Pickle of Texas, ranking 
Democrat on the investigations sub­ 
committee of the House Commerce 
Committee, said that part of the in­ 
vestigation relating to allegations of 
federal criminal offenses by ITT 
executives related to settlement of the 
antitrust cases “has failed to disclose 
the commission of any such violations 


“ We were never pursuing that 
aspect,” said Albert Jenner, minority 
counsel for the impeachment inquiry. 
Jenner indicated that the inquiry has 
focused 
prim arily 
on 
whether 
President Nixon was aware of possible 
false statements by administration 
officials at the Kleindienst con­ 
firmation hearings. 
Kleindienst pleaded guilty May 16 to 
a misdemeanor charge of refusing to 
answer fully and accurately questions 
from 
a 
Senate committee. Three 
members of the prosecutor’s staff 
resigned in protest because they 
believed Kleindienst should have faced 
a more serious charge. 
In a letter to James D. St. Clair, the 
President’s chief Watergate lawyer, 
Doar asked for tapes of 20 con­ 
versations that took place during the 
Kleindienst confirmation hearings. 
St. Clair has told the committee the 
President has agreed only to turn over 
a transcript of one conversation. That 
one was with Mitchell and H. R. 
Haldeman on April 4, 1972. 
Doar had said in his letter that he 
sought the tapes to determine whether 
the President or his aides took part in 
or had knowledge of “a plan or course 
of action, if any, which was designed to 
or did withhold from the Senate 
Judiciary Committee during the course 
of said hearings evidence to which it 
was entitled or to keep from the 
committee facts relevant to its 
inquiry.” 
In 
other 
W atergate-related 
developments: 
—Sal. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., 
said Nixon was frustrating the im­ 
peachment process by threatening to 
make it "nothing more than an empty 
gesture, subject to executive veto.” His 
comments were contained in remarks 
to be delivered on the Senate floor 
today.

nation’s governors open their annual 
meeting here today, saying they hope 
to avoid speculation about scandals in 
the nation’s capital while claiming they 
are doing a better job of meeting the 
problems of the Watergate era. 
Washington’s 
Republican 
Gov. 
Daniel J. Evans, this year’s conference 
chairman, told a news conference 
Sunday that in areas of campaign re­ 
form and government ethics, “ states 
have quite clearly taken national 
leadership.” 
“ In state after state significant 
sunshine laws, and other similar laws 
on ethics, on campaign limitations, on 
lobbyist reporting, open government 
have taken place while there has not 
been similar action as dramatic at the 
national level.” 
The opening day’s business sessions 
included Evans’ “ State of the States” 
speech, a roundtable discussion with 
key congressional leaders of both par­ 
ties and a panel on health care. 
The health care seminar featured 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass.; 
Am erican 
Medical 
Association 
President Dr. Russell B. Roth; and 
Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare Caspar Weinberger. 
All but four of the nation’s governors 
are expected to attend the formal 
opening of the conference today. Govs. 
John Burns of Hawaii, Bob Ray of 


Iowa, 
Francis Sargent of 
M as­ 
sachusetts and George Wallace of 
Alabama have said they would not 
attend. 
On 
Sunday, 
the 
conference’s 
executive committee approved a broad 
resolution, sponsored by Govs. William 
G. Milliken, R-Mich., and Patrick J. 
Lucey, D-Wis., calling for reforms “ at 
all levels of government.” 
The resolution, due for consideration 
by the full conference Wednesday, 
urges 
“ loophole-free” 
campaign 
finance reforms in public campaign fi­ 
nancing, strict ethics codes, wider 
disclosure of lobbying activities and 
greater openness in government. 
Most of the questions at Evans’ news 
conference and during an appearance 
of six governors on NBC’s “ Meet the 
Press” 
dealt with 
Watergate and 
President Nixon’s refusal to supply 
additional evidence sought by the 
House impeachment probe and special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Three governors from each party 
said Nixon should supply the material 
sought by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. Democrat Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia and Republican Tom McCall of 
Oregon said failure to do so would be 
grounds for removing Nixon from 
office. 
“ He should give them everything 
they want or step down as President,” 
said McCall, the only 
Republican 


governor who wants Nixon to resign 
from office. 
“ I personally believe the President is 
guilty, and I think that the release of 
evidence will prove it,” Carter said. 
Those who said they thought Nixon 
should provide the materials sought by 
the House panel were Evans, and Govs. 
Daniel Walker, D-Ill., Wendell R. An­ 
derson, D-Minn., and Wendell H. Ford, 
D-Ky. 
Evans was asked at the news con­ 
ference if he could forsee a situation in 
which Nixon would be justified in 
balking at a Supreme Court order to 
supply Watergate evidence. 
He said the question was

speculative” 
but noted 
any 
court 
decision is composed of a verdict and a 
written opinion. 


“ The opinion itself may be highly 
qualified and as such might not clearly 
represent an impeachable offense if the 
President were to say ‘No,’” said 
Evans, who is not a lawyer. 
Disagreement emerged over 
the 
impact of Watergate on the mood of the 
country. 
Carter, who heads the Democratic 
campaign drive for the November

elections, said “ Watergate is really an 
embarrassing thing for the American 
people. 


“ It ’s 
kind of like having

illegitimate child in the family. You 
know it’s happened. You know who is 
responsible. But you don’t want to talk 
about it much in public.”

operations can make jury service more 
attractive and meaningful to those who 
serve.” 
Santarelli 
said 
the 
efficiency 
recommendations proposed by 
the 
researchers could save the nation’s 
courts $50 million annually. 
The director of LEA A ’s research 
institute, Gerald M. Caplan, said the 
courts spend some $200 million a year 
in juror fees. 
The survey of certain state and local 
courts in Georgia, Maryland, Min­ 
nesota, Colorado, New Jersey, Texas 
and Michigan was conducted by Bird 
Engineering Research Associates Inc. 
of Vienna, Va., with a $157,365 LEAA 
grant. 
The researchers urged several 
procedural 
changes, 
including 
staggering trial schedules rather than 
starting several trials on the same 
morning, and notifying jurors in ad­ 
vance of days they need not report for 
duty.

NEW YORK (AP) — A m urkyism is 
a statem ent which gives the illusion of 
something profound. We cite as a prim e 
exam ple the saying, “ He who would 
rule the sand m ust be brother to the 
w ind.” 
Tonight, public television is offering 
a one-hour murkyism called “ Video: 
The New W ave.” It’s described as 
“highly personal statem ents by a new 
wave of artists experim enting in the 
early stage of the video revolution.” 
It might better be described as “how 
to study under Ernie Kovacs and flunk 
the course.” 
Some 30 pieces of experim ental video 
artw ork are on display, m any of them 
electronic abstractions in which shapes 
are altered, bizarre noises m ade and 
eyes tortured. 
It will be a bonanza for those wont to 
cry, “ How profound! How profound!” 
when a work of m odern a rt has them 
stum ped. For civilians, the show may 
simply appear the work of cuckoos. 
However, both sides will enjoy a 
brief, funny sequence, taped by San 
Francisco’s Top Value Television crew, 
in which CBS’ Roger Mudd refuses to 
answer TVT questions at the 1972 GOP 
national convention. 
Our knowledgeable guide throughout 
this tour of television’s rarely seen 
avant garde gallery is an art critic, 
Brian O’Doherty, whose com m entary 
is not unlike that of an a rt critic. 
As one set of im ages shape up, he 
advises that the work is “reflective, 
transcendental, m ystical.” 
As an o th er a rtis t electro n ically 
alters a photograph of himself and his 
father, we’re told the piece “brings into 


this medium subtleties rarely found in 
it.” He is right. 
As we see a block of ice consumed by 
fire, we learn “ the content is not in the 
result, but in the process.” 
The show’s high spot arrives with a 
study of transparent tape on a wood 
floor. And our guide observes: “The 
tape as it lies asks, ‘Where am I? ’ Re­ 
moving the tape gives the answ er.” 
After 40 m inutes, I asked, “ Where 
am I? ” Removing myself gave the 
answer. 
I know I shouldn’t knock creative 
efforts, but I got to thinking about all 
this and, honest to Pete, the whole thing 
is plum k ridiculous.

Slowdown saves lives 


Occasional efforts are made to 
discredit that old highway safety 
ad ag e, “ Speed kills.” The ex ­ 
pression w eathers all 
attac k s 
because, unlike some glib slogans, it 
has a sound basis in fact. 
The fact is that, all things con­ 
sid ered , 
speed 
increases 
the 
frequency of accidents and 
the 
severity of injuries. There is no 
m ystery as to the reasons for this; 
they have to do with the nature of 
human beings and the laws of 
physics. 


The higher the 
speed of 
an 
automobile, the quicker the driver 
must react in an emergency. There 
are limits to human reaction time. If 
a driver is barely able to extricate 
himself from a tight spot at 50 miles 
an hour, he may not quite make it at 
70 or 80. The extra speed makes the 
difference. 
Higher speed also leads to worse 
injuries and more deaths. The faster 
a car is moving when it crashes, the 
faster occupants are hurtled from 
their seats at the moment of impact. 
The National Safety Council informs 


us that in a crash at 50 m.p.h. the 
chance of survival is four times 
greater than at 70 m.p.h. 
This leads naturally 
into 
the 
Safety Council’s heartening news 
that this year’s three-day Memorial 
Day weekend brought the fewest 
auto deaths in 14 years. Reduced 
speed was not the only factor in this; 
some reduction in the amount of 
driving also played a part. But the 
most important element seems to 
have been a general slowdown on the 
highways.

Israelis fear for water supply 


On a recent trip to Israel I tumbled to 
something that escapes the headlines in 
all the stories about the Israeli-Syrian 
struggle for the Golan Heights. In 
practically every account of Henry 
Kissinger’s maneuvering to find an 
acceptable cease-fire formula that will 
adjourn the bickering to Geneva (in our 
day peace talks are the continuation of 
war by other means), the big question 
revolves around militarily defensible 
boundaries. The Isrealis are naturally 
afraid of exposing their kibbutzim, or 
voluntary farm collectives, around the 
Sea of Galilee to Syrian artillery fire 
from close up. The Syrains. for their 
part, are frightened by the possibility 
that the Israelis might, some day, take 
off from the neighborhood of the town 
of Kuneitra for a sweep on Damascus. 
These fears are real, but, for the 
Israelis, the need either to command or 
neutralize the Golan Heights region 
transcends purely 
m ilitary 
con­ 
siderations. The Syrians could promise 
never to fire another shot at the Israeli 
kibbutz of 
Ein Gev, which nestles 
under the frowning upsweep of the 
Golan hills, and still the whole of the 
Israeli north would be at the mercy of 
Arab plotting. The menace is summed 
up in one word: water. 
If you look at a large-scale Middle 
East map, you will see that the sources 
of the Jordan River are in territory 
that, before 1967. belonged to Syria. 
True, the upper Jordan waters empty 
into the Sea of Galilee in what has 
always been Israeli territory. From 
Galilee they flow on to the Dead Sea, 
mostly through contested land. One 
drawback about taking water directly 
from Galilee is that it is a slightly 
saline lake; to get really good water the 
Israelis must divert it before it eaters 
Galilee itself. 


Jordan sources among the four nations 
of Syria, Israwl, Jordan and Lebanon. 
But the Syrians refused to accept the 
plan; they would do nothing, they told 
their Arab brothers in Jordan and 
Lebanon, that would help Israel 
become self-sufficient in food. 
The 1967 war, which pushed the 
Syrians back from the Golan crests, did 
not enable the Israelis to put the 
Johnston 
plan 
into effect 
all 
by 
themselves. But it at least put some 
vital distance between their existing 
irrigation system and the Syrians. To 
give up much of the Golan would be to 
subject virtually the whole population 
of Israel to water blackmail. This 
would be even worse than oil black­ 
mail, which, as the whole Western 
world now knows, is bad enough. 
The Syrians and the Lebanese don’t 
need water as badly as the Israelis — at 
least they don’t need Jordan water. 


Lebanon has its own mountains and a 
goodly rainfall — it grew the cedars of 
antiquity that figure in the Bible. 
As for Syria, it is, according to the 
M iddle-East Intelligence Survey, 
engaged in complicated negotiations 
with Iraq and Turkey for the sharing of 
the E uphrates R iver w ater. The 
political squabbles between Turks. 
Iraqis and Syrians over parcelling out 
the water and hydroelectric power of 
the Euphrates multiply endlessly, and 
are complicated by Turkey’s need for 
Iraq’s oil. But Syria gets first whack at 
the Orontes River water before it flows 
into Turkey. 
Syria isn’t hunting for the lack of 
moisture the way Israel would hurt if 
the Jordan headwaters were to be 
diverted, as they might be if the Golan 
Heights were to be lost by the Irsraelis 
by connivance of the Big Powers of 
Geneva.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - In the 
past few months Sen. Harry Meshel, D- 
33 Youngstown, has taken on the job of 
oil company watchdog as gasoline 
prices went up and gasoline shortages 
grew less. 
Since January he has introduced 
three measures aimed at oil company 
operations. He indicates more may be 
in the mill. 
The latest Meshel bill would require 
all gasoline service stations to post 
their prices in a conspicuous place in 
lettering at least six inches high. 
Meshel said he was trying to help the 
consumer. 
“In these days when consumers feel 
the need to shop around for gas it is 
difficult to do so unless price signs are 
adequately posted so they can be read 
from the street,” Meshel said. 
“It is a waste of everyone’s time for 
customers to wait in long lines for gas 
only to find upon getting to the pumps 
that the prices are inordinately out of 
line.” 
Meshel’s bill also requires large 
signs telling whether a station is open 
or closed. 
Meshel also has two resolutions 
pending in the Senate — one requesting 
a freeze in the prices of gasoline and 
diesel fuel for a year and the other 
asking for a similar freeze on oil and 
bottling gas prices. 
The Youngstown lawmaker noted the 


two resolutions if adopted would only 
express the sentiment of the Senate and 
would not have the weight of law. 
As Meshel knows, the view of the 
Senate can readily be made into a law if 
there is widespread support. 
The bill dictating service station 
price signs and open and closed signs 
could become law upon passage by both 
houses and the signature of the gover­ 
nor. 
Both resolutions would request the 
wholesale and retail distributors of 
gasoline, diesel oil, fuel oil and bottled 
gas to report present inventories and 
expected supplies to the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio. 
“The resolutions, offered at a time 
when oil company profits are soaring to 
new heights, seek to stabilize fuel 
prices throughout Ohio,” said Meshel.

sends notes 


BEIR U T , Lebanon (AP) — Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger has sent 
secret messages to Syria and Israel 
spelling out their unwritten com­ 
mitments to each other under the Golan 
Heights disengagement agreement he 
negotiated, a Lebanese publication 
reported today. 
The Arab World, a usually well­ 
informed digest of Arab news and 
opinion, said the commitments covered 
such issues as Palestinian guerrillas, 
the status of the buffer zone and 
satellite reconnaissance. It gave no 
source for its information. 
The report said Syrian President 
Hafez Assad refused to discuss the 
Palestinian guerrillas with Kissinger 
but assured him his government would 
abide by the cease-fire agreement, and 
“ this was interpreted as an assurance 
that there will be no guerrilla activity 
from the Syrian side of the truce line 
with Syria’s advance knowledge.”

Fear wave of fascism in Italy

LONDON (AP) — The British 
Parliam ent interrupted its spring 
vacation today for an emergency 
debate on the future of Northern 
Ireland amid growing sentiment for 
British withdrawal from the province 
after nearly five years of bloodshed. 
More than 1,000 persons have died in 
the war between Northern Ireland’s 
Protestant majority and the Homan 
Catholic community, outnumbered two 
to one. The dead include more than 200 
British soldiers who tried to restore 
peace. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson called 
Parliament back into session after a 
coalition of moderate Protestants and 
Catholics attempting to govern Nor­ 
thern Ireland was forced to resign. The 
British government resumed direct 
rule of the province after a 15-day 
general strike led by militant Protes­ 
tants opposed to the sharing of power 
with the Catholics. 
Although there was considerable 
belief in British political circles before 
the strike that the moderates in Nor­ 
thern Ireland eventually would win out, 
many of Wilson’s Laborites, some 
Conservatives and a number of 
Liberals now reportedly favor setting a 
date for Britain to get out of Northern 
Ireland. 
The tabloid Daily Mirror, which has a 
national circulation of more than 4 
million, devoted its entire front page 
today to what it called Britain’s gravest 
crisis since the British-French invasion 
of Suez in 1956 and to a decision the 
country must face: Pulling out its 
troops and abandoning sovereignty 
over the province.

Mass transit funds 
virtually untouched 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The mass 
transit woes of many cities have one 
solution 
waiting 
for 
them 
in 
Washington. It’s bushels of money— 
estimated at up to $4 billion—available 
but virtually untouched for almost a 
year. 
AU it takes is willingness by state and 
local governments to make a choice 
between roads, cars that use them and 
the fuel they use against energy-saving 
mass transit. 
Last August, Congress passed and 
President Nixon signed into law a bill 
freeing billions of dollars from the 
federal highway trust fund to be used 
for public transportation, such as 
buying buses or railcars, or other capi­ 
tal expenses. 
Yet, only one state has taken ad­ 
vantage of the law and one other has an 
application on file with the federal 
government. 
Massachusetts on Thursday received 
$671 milion for use for public mass 
transit in the Boston area and for a 
section of highway in the southeastern 
part of the state. Pennsylvania has 
filed 
an 
application 
for 
the 
Philadelphia area, which could yield 
about $165 million. 
A spokesman for the Urban Mass 
Transit Administration of the Tran­ 
sportation Department said more 
states have not taken advantage of the 


law because cities view public trans­ 
portation not as a service but as a 
burden. A spokesman for DOT’s 
Federal Highway Administration said 
there is about $4 billion available for 
public mass transit that cities have not 
sought. 
Asked if there were liabilities in 
requesting the money, the UMTA 
spokesman said, “ Disadvantages? No, 
not that I can think of, if a state has 
done its research.” 
Money received under the act would 
not cut back on other federal tran­ 
sportation-related funds going to the 
state, she said. 
Massachusetts decided it would be of 
more benefit to have the money that 
would have been spent on one section of 
Interstate highway—a beltway stretch 
around Boston— transferred for ex­ 
penditure on public mass tran­ 
sportation needs. 
If states opt for the transportation, it 
can only be publicly owned mass 
transit, and the money comes from 
Washington after the federal govern­ 
ment is convinced the stretch of high­ 
way is not vital to the national Inter­ 
state system; that the state and local 
government have a viable transit plan 
accompanied by 
reports on 
envi­ 
ronmental impact, civil rights and so 
on.

Indochinese kingdom’s civil war, 
diplomatic sources reported. 
The last of the force of special 
“ military attaches” took a commercial 
flight to Bangkok, Thailand, the 
sources said. 
The Laotian peace accords specify 
that all foreign troops are to be out of 
the country by June 4. The last of more 
than 17,000 Thai troops pulled out two 
weeks ago, but military sources say 
there is no evidence that North Viet­ 
namese has withdrawn any of the esti­ 
mated 25,000-30,000 troops it has along 
its supply lines through southeast Laos 
to the Communist forces in South 
Vietnam. 
Informed sources said the United 
States probably will continue recon­ 
naissance flights over Laos to keep tabs 
on North Vietnamese troop move­ 
ments. 
The peace agreements 
also set 
Tuesday as the deadline for release of 
all prisoners of war in Laos, but U.S. 
sources said it looks “ almost certain” 
that the Pathet Lao will not free Ameri­ 
can pilot Emmet James Kay. 
Kay, 47, a civilian flying for Con­ 
tinental Air Services Inc., is the last 
American known to be a prisoner in 
Indochina. He was captured on May 7,

Authorities said they were members 
of the Mussolini Action Squad, right- 
wing adventurers named in memory of 
Italy’s Fascist dictator. 
Two days before, a bomb was set off 
during a large antifascist rally in 
Brescia, a northern industrial city 
troubled by violence for some months. 
Seven persons were killed, IOO injured. 
To many Italians, such incidents 
recall the climate of violence and fear 
which preceded Mussolini's coming to 
power 50years ago. They refer to it as a 
“ strategy of tension" aimed af 
capitalizing on Italy’s worst economic 
crisis since the war to bring another 
dictator to power. 
Right-wing extremist groups are 
mushrooming, under such names as 
the New Order, the Black Order, the 
Year Zero and the National Vanguard. 
Conservative estimates put their total 
membership at only 12,000 of Italy’s 54 
million people, but other sources say it 
is much higher. 
Many members come from families 
of comfortable means or are sons of 


low-level state employes, according to 
police descriptions. 
One source said the rightwing 
terrorists have strong ideas about 
bringing order to this country of 
frequent strikes but “ some of them are 
really crazy and have no political 
ideas.” 
Italian law is liberal toward such 
"extraparliamentary” groups. But in a 
precedent-setting decision last year, a 
court banned the New Order. It ruled 
the group was an attempt to re­ 
construct the Fascist party, outlawed 
by the postwar constitution. 
A Milan prosecutor applied the same 
law to the leader of the neo-fascist 
Italian Social Movement, the MSI, the 
country’s fourth largest political party. 
The MSI received 2.8 million votes in 
the 1972 national election, nearly 9 per 
cent of the total. The party has 82 of the 
924 seats 
in 
the 
two 
houses 
of 
Parliament. 
Giorgio Almirante, the head of the 
party, was an official in Mussolini’s 
wartime government. He says he is not 
ashamed of those days but rejects the 
fascist label now. 
A year ago Parliament stripped 
Almirante of his immunity as a deputy 
so he could be charged with recon­ 
structing the Fascist party, but there 
has been no move yet to bring him to 
trial.

Kays was raised in Fairfield, 
population 6,000, and attended Southern 
Illinois University. He was discharged 
from the Army in 1970, and has been 
living here on disability checks since. 
What he did in Vietnam and what he 
is doing now are part of the same 
personal quest for freedom and what is 
just, even if it conflicts with the law, 
Kays said. 
Kays resisted going into military 
service. When his induction notice 
came, he left for Canada. But, unsure 
he was doing the right thing, he report­ 
ed 31 days late and volunteered to be a 
medic. 
The medal he earned has no value of 
itself, only the experience it represents, 
and has often been a source of trouble, 
he said, brings him unwanted attention 
and praise. 
Kays, arrested twice and convicted 
once for possession and cultivation of 
marijuana, was sentenced to one year’s 
probation. 
Two weeks after his first arrest, the 
sheriff discovered 
Kays 
was 
still 
growing marijuana and arrested him 
again. The prosecutor is seeking to re­ 
voke probation. 
“ I don’t wish to fight, but I ’m not 
going to quit,” he said. “ I will trust to 
the courts to see that justice is done.

Some hands played in the 
annual world championship 
prove to be downright em­ 
barrassing to the participants. 
For example, consider this 
deal played in 1973 in the match 
between the Dallas Aces, who 
were the defending champions, 
and another U.S. team con­ 
sisting of Paul Soloway, John 
Swanson, Jeff Rubens, Andy 
Bernstein and the father-son 
combination of B. Jay and Mike 
Becker.

Kidney Stone Attacks 
I have had two kidney stone 
attacks. Does this mean that I 
can anticipate more attacks? 
The pain is so bad that I live in 
constant dread that it will 
happen again.

Dear Mr. H.: 
Anyone who has ever ex­ 
perienced an attack of kidney 
stones can appreciate the in­ 
tensity of that pain. Doctors 
who treat such conditions feel, 
too, that there are few less 
distressing types of pain. 
The fact that you have had 
two attacks of stones in the 
kidney or in the ureters does not 
mean that you will have a 
chronic susceptibility to stone 
formation. 
It does, however, mean that 
the basic cause for the for­ 
mation of the stones must be 
eliminated if you are to be free 
of concern. 
Infections, inflammation and 
irritation are responsible for the 
deposit of calcium, which is the 
beginning of a stone. 
Some stones contain uric acid 
and are related to a gouty 
tendency. This can be con­ 
trolled by diet and drugs. 
There are now many ex­ 
tensive tests by which the entire 
urinary tract can be studied. 
Special dyes, X-ravs. studies of 
the blood and the urine can help 
pinpoint the exact reason for

Dear Mr. L.: 
The term is often used by the 
laity as a description of a wide 
variety of intestinal complaints. 
It does not have any medical 
significance. The stomach is 
said to be a very sympathetic 
neighbor, and quickly reacts to 
conditions in nearby organs. 
This might include disorders of 
the intestines, the liver or the 
gall bladder.

FLIXBOROUGH, England (AP) 
The British government today ordered

chemical plant explosion that killed 29 
persons and injured 105, according to 
latest official reports. 
All the reported dead were workers 
at the factory in rural eastern England, 
but 
only 
eight 
bodies 
had 
been 
recovered by Sunday night because 
fires still raged over more than 20 acres 
of the plant site. 
Damage from the explosion Saturday 
exceeded $140 million. The chemical 
plant and about IOO homes in nearby 
villages were ruined—their roofs blown 
off, windows and walls shattered. 
Announcing the government inquiry, 
Environment Undersecretary Gordon 
Oakes 
said: 
“ Surely 
dangerous 
processes and homes must be kept well 
a p a rt.’’ 
Leading 
new spapers 
speculated that government controls 
over chemical plants are inadequate, 
and one paper said the government’s 
chief inspector of factories, Brian Har­ 
vey, told it scientists are creating 
technologies they do not understand 
fully. 
Flixborough, a village of 310 persons 
150 miles north 
of 
London, 
was 
declared a disaster area. The Rev. Ken 
O’Riordan, a Roman Catholic priest, 
walked the blackened streets sobbing: 
“This is terrible, terrible. There is 
nothing I can do but pray.” 


At the height of the blaze Saturday 
night, an estimated 20,000 persons 
living in the surrounding Lincolnshire 
villages and fields were evacuated to 
shelters set up in schools and churches 
because 
of 
poisonous 
fum es. 
Housewives wept as they returned to 
their ruined or damaged homes Sun­ 
day. 
The jobs of 30,000 nylon workers in 
northeast England were jeopardized by 
the Flixborough explosion and fire. 
Nypro was Britain’s only factory 
producing caprolactum , 
used 
to 
strengthen nylon for heavy industrial 
use. The plant was owned by British 
and Dutch interests. 
The cause of the blast is still not 
known, but authorities said they 
believed it to be accidental.

Two seats rem ain vacant 
on M illedgeville Council 


M ILLEDGEVILLE—The Village 
Council didn’t get its two vacant seats 
filled, but it came close when Mrs. 
W ahneta H affner said after the 
meeting Saturday afternoon that she 
was willing to take one of them . She will 
be installed at next meeting if she 
doesn’t change her mind. 
As for the other vacancy, Mayor 
Ronald Anderson said “we don’t have 
anyone in mind right now” and then 
added “maybe we’ll have to call for 
volunteers. . .Someone who’ll take the 
job.” 
The vacancies were the result of the 
resignations of Wilbur Anders Jr. and 
Dan Caldwell in April. 
Although the Council is anxious to fill 
the vacant seats it took action Saturday 
to clamp down on owners of unlicensed 


“junk” cars left on the village streets 
and public alleys. 
At the first meeting in May, Council 
adopted a resolution, which gave 
“junk” car owners 30 days to get them 
out of sight. Mayor Anderson told

to reopen its case against L. J. Hill, of 
Columbus if necessary to get a cleanup 
of the property where the elevator was 
destroyed by fire about three years 
ago. After the case was taken to 
Municipal Court here about a year ago, 
much of the debris was cleaned up, but 
Council wants the job finished and will 
take its complaints back to court if 
necessary, Mayor Anderson said.

evidence was reported recently by Dr. 
Giulio J. D’Angio of New York’s 
Memorial Hospital for Cancer and 
Allied D iseases at a conference 
sponsored by the American Cancer 
Society at Dallas, Tex. He identified the 
drug as Actinomycin-D, an antibiotic. 
Dr. C. Gordon Zubrod of the National 
Cancer Institute said the institute plans 
to explore this evidence. 
During the past year, they and others 
have voiced suspicions that some still- 
unidentified components of highly-suc- 
cessful drug and-or radiation treat­ 
ment for certain cancers might cause 
unrelated second cancers in some 
patients, primarily children, years 
later. 
Dr. Zubrod, director of the division of 
cancer treatment at NCI, said a new 
dimension appears opened up for 
research— based on the possibility sug­ 
gested by Dr. D’Angio’s report, that 
certain drugs in the arsenal of the 
cancer fighters might actually provide 
some strong built-in insurance against 
production of such subsequent m a­ 
lignancies. 
“That is,” he said, “some drugs may 
diminish the possible risk while others 
may enhance it, especially when such 
drugs are combined with radiation.” 
He said researchers now know that 
radiation sometimes can cause second 
cancers unrelated to the one originally 
controlled, and that the task at hand 
involves identifying the safest and most 
dangerous drugs and modifying treat­ 
ments.

15 miles northeast of Saigon before 
dawn, the police said.

The year’s biggest flurry of primary 
elections hits eight states Tuesday 
when voters choose nominees to suc­ 
ceed retiring governors in California 
and New Mexico and a U.S. senator in 
Iowa. 
Also at stake are nominations for 
senator and governor in South Dakota, 
a Senate seat in 
California, 
the 
governorship of Iowa and 76 U.S. House 
seats in the eight states. Forty-three of 
the House seats are in California. 
Eighteen 
Democrats 
and 
six 
Republicans want to succeed GOP Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, who is stepping down 
after two terms and preparing for a 
possible White House bid in 1976. 
Public opinion polls indicated the 
clear front-runners were Democrat 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., 36, son of the 
governor that Reagan defeated in 1966, 
and Republican Houston I. Flournoy, 
44, California state controller. Brown is 
California secretary of state. 
In New Mexico, six Democrats and 
four Republicans are bidding for 
nominations to succeed Democratic 
Gov. Bruce King, who cannot succeed 
himself. 
Iowa Democrat Harold E. Hughes is 
vacating his U.S. Senate seat, aban­ 
doning politics to become a religious 
lay leader. 
Democratic Rep. John C. Culver is 
unopposed for the nomination for 
Hughes’ seat. State Sen. George 
Milligan and State Rep. David Stanley, 
who lost to Hughes six years ago, are in 
the GOP primary. 
Republican Gov. Robert D. Ray of 
Iowa 
is unopposed in his party 
renomination bid. There are three 
Democratic candidates. 
In South Dakota, Gov. Richard F. 
Kneip’s bid for a third term is 
challenged in the Democratic primary 
by Lt. Gov. William Dougherty, his 
running mate in the past two cam­ 
paigns. 
Democratic Sen. George McGovern 
is 
unopposed 
for 
his 
party’ 
renomination, while three Republicans 
compete to battle him in the general 
election, including retired Air Force 
Col. Leo K. Thorsness, who spent six 
years in a North Vietnamese prison 
camp. 
U.S. House nominations are at stake 
in 
New 
Jersey, 
Montana 
and 
Mississippi. 
In California, Sen. Alan Cranston 
faced only token opposition from two 
other Democrats. There were five 
Republicans in the race including state 
Sen. H. L. Richardson and Earl Brian, 
former health and welfare secretary 
under Reagan. 
The California election could provide 
a test of potential reaction to Watergate 
and related political scandals. 


Since 1969 Republican Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke, 50, was considered the front- 
runner and apparent heir of Reagan’s 
support for the gubernatorial nomi­ 
nation. But his support weakened and 
his campaign funds virtually dried up 
when he was indicted by a Watergate 


grand jury on three counts of lying to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee in 
1972. 
Californians also will decide a major 
political reform measure put on the 
ballot by petition campaign in reaction 
to Watergate. 


Colson enters 
plea of guilty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former 
presidential aide Charles W. Colson 
pleaded guilty today to a charge that he 
led an attempt to influence the outcome 
of the Daniel Ellsberg trial in 1971. 
Colson pleaded guilty to a one-count 
grand jury indictment accusing him of 
obstruction of justice. 
Other charges against Colson related 
to the break-in at the office of 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist were dropped in 
the surprise court development. 
Indications were that charges 
against Colson in the Watergate cover­ 
up also would be dropped. 
The new indictment said Colson 
attempted to get the original Ellsberg 
case “ tried in the newspapers.” 
Ellsberg, a former Pentagon analyst, 
had been accused of leaking the Pen­ 
tagon Papers to the press. 
But Ellsberg was freed in early 1973 


when Judge Matthew Byrne found 
misconduct by the government in the 
case, citing wiretapping and the break­ 
in at the office of Dr. Lewis Fielding. 
The indictment to which Colson 
pleaded guilty said he devised and 
implemented “a scheme to defame and 
destroy 
the 
public 
image 
and 
credibility of Daniel Ellsberg and those 
engaged in the legal defense of Daniel 
Ellsberg...” 
Appearing before U.S. District Judge 
Gerhard Gesell, Colson said “my 
motives and purpose were to neutralize 
Dr. Ellsberg as an antiwar speaker... It 
didn’t matter to me that he was facing 
serious criminal charges.” 
Gesell set Colson’s sentencing for 
June 21. The maximum penalty for the 
one-count indictment is five years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
must shift the balance of power from 
state agencies to local agencies, a 
special panel on local governments has 
recommended. 
The Ohio Commission on Local 
Government Services, in a report 
completed last week, said county 
commissioners in particular should be 
given more jurisdiction in local mat­ 
ters. 
County commissioners should be able 
to appoint county executives to free 
them to play a more legislative role, 
the report said. 
Furthermore, commissioners should 
have the option to create departments 
of law, personnel, finance, detention 
and corrections, water and sewers, 
public works and health, the report 
said. 
“The state of Ohio has long neglected 
its role in setting policy for the 
operation of its own agencies and those 
of its local units of government,” the 
report said. 
The state “has no logical financial 
distribution 
philosophy 
for 
its 
numerous grants to units of local 
government,” it continued. 
“Financial disparities between units 
of government abound. The formulas 
do not reflect local fiscal responsi­ 
bilities. Tax effort and financial needs 
are not considered in state allocations. 
In short, the entire system is in need of 
overhaul.” 
Other recommendations in the report 
included: 
—Creation of a seven-member, at- 
large board of county commissioners 
for counties of more than 290,000 
residents.

Senate opens 
arms debate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate is 
opening debate on a $21.8-billion 
military procurement bill with em­ 
phasis on programs to increase the 
accuracy and yield of nuclear weapons. 
The technological improvements 
advocated by the Defense Department 
to provide “strategic flexibility” are 
challenged as a potential stimulant to 
the U.S.-Soviet arms race. 
Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, D-N.H., 
sees prospective U.S. ability to destroy 
Soviet missiles in their silos as possible 
provocation for a Soviet first strike in 
“an international wild west filled with 
fears and dangers of a nuclear fast 
gun.” 
Debate begins today, with a vote 
anticipated by midweek. The con­ 
troversy highlights a congressional 
program for the week that will see 
possible action also on taxes, ap­ 
propriations and an extension of the 
Sugar Act. 
The House, which already has passed 
a $22.6-billion companion to the annual 
military procurement bill for fiscal 
year 1975, is scheduled to act Tuesday 
on a compromise $769-million sup­ 
plemental 
defense 
procurement 
measure for fiscal 1974. 
Wednesday, the House takes up a bill 
to extend the 1937 Sugar Act for five 
years with a reduction in federal 
payments to domestic sugar producers 
and a continued system of import 
quotas for 32 countries. 
House action is slated Thursday on 
appropriations for flood control, 
reclamation and other public works 
projects and the Atomic Energy 
Commission, after final committee 
recommendations earlier in the week. 


John Doar, chief counsel for the 
impeachment inquiry, said that, 
“unless you start with the premise that 
every allegation is true, I don’t think it 
yanks the rug out from under us.” 
Meanwhile, a committee member, 
Rep. 
Jerom e 
Waldie, 
D-Calif., 
predicted Nixon would be impeached 
and tried in the Senate. Waldie ap­ 
peared Sunday on the CBS program 
“Face the Nation,” with fellow com­ 
mittee member Lawrence Hogan, R- 
Md. 
Hogan did not agree with Waldie that 
Nixon would be impeached for ob­ 
struction of justice in the Watergate 
cover-up, but said that if impeachment 
does come “ it will come in the areas 
related to Watergate.” 
On the West coast, six governors 
interviewed on NBC’s “ Meet the 
Press” said evidence sought by the 
committee should be released by 
Nixon. The six, attending the National 
Governor’s Conference in Seattle, were 
Democrats Jimmy Carter of Georgia, 
Daniel Walker of Illinois, Wendell 
Anderson of Minnesota and Wendell 
Ford of Kentucky, and Republicans 
Tom McCall of Oregon and Daniel J. 
Evans of Washington. 
Carter and McCall also said failure of 
Nixon to give up the evidence should be 
ground for removing him from office. 
In the ITT phase of the impeachment 
inquiry, the committee is investigating 
the allegation that an antitrust suit 
against International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corporation was settled in 
return for a pledge of financial help 
toward the cost of conducting the 1972 
Republican National Convention in San 
Diego. In addition, it is alleged that 
perjury may have been committed by 
several administration officials during 
the Senate hearings on the nomination 
of Richard Kleindienst as attorney 
general. Last Thursday, special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski, in a letter to 
Rep. J. J. Pickle of Texas, ranking 
Democrat on the investigations sub­ 
committee of the House Commerce 
Committee, said that part of the in­ 
vestigation relating to allegations of 
federal criminal offenses by ITT 
executives related to settlement of the 
antitrust cases “has failed to disclose

“ We were never pursuing that 
aspect,” said Albert Jenner, minority 
counsel for the impeachment inquiry.

Nation's governors open annual meeting 


SEATTLE, Wash. 
(AP) 
— The 
nation’s governors open their annual 
meeting here today, saying they hope 
to avoid speculation about scandals in 
the nation’s capital while claiming they 
are doing a better job of meeting the 
problems of the Watergate era. 
Washington’s 
Republican 
Gov. 
Daniel J. Evans, this year’s conference 
chairman, told a news conference 
Sunday that in areas of campaign re­ 
form and government ethics, “states 
have quite clearly taken national 
leadership.” 
“In state after state significant 
sunshine laws, and other similar laws 
on ethics, on campaign limitations, on 
lobbyist reporting, open government 
have taken place while there has not 
been similar action as dramatic at the 
national level.” 
The opening day’s business sessions 
included Evans’ “State of the States” 
speech, a roundtable discussion with 
key congressional leaders of both par­ 
ties and a panel on health care. 
The health care seminar featured 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass.; 
American 
Medical 
Association 
President Dr. Russell B. Roth; and 
Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare Caspar Weinberger. 
All but four of the nation’s governors 
are expected to attend the formal 
opening of the conference today. Govs. 
John Burns of Hawaii, Bob Ray of 


Iowa, Francis Sargent of Mas­ 
sachusetts and George Wallace of 
Alabama have said they would not 
attend. 
On 
Sunday, 
the 
conference’s 
executive committee approved a broad 
resolution, sponsored by Govs. William 
G. Milliken, R-Mich., and Patrick J. 
Lucey, D-Wis., calling for reforms “at 
all levels of government.” 
The resolution, due for consideration 
by the full conference Wednesday, 
urges 
“loophole-free” 
campaign 
finance reforms in public campaign fi­ 
nancing, strict ethics codes, wider 
disclosure of lobbying activities and 
greater openness in government. 
Most of the questions at Evans’ news 
conference and during an appearance 
of six governors on NBC’s “Meet the 
Press” dealt with Watergate and 
President Nixon’s refusal to supply 
additional evidence sought by the 
House impeachment probe and special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Three governors from each party 
said Nixon should supply the material 
sought by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. Democrat Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia and Republican Tom McCall of 
Oregon said failure to do so would be 
grounds for removing Nixon from 
office. 
“He should give them everything 
they want or step down as President,” 
said McCall, the only Republican 


governor who wants Nixon to resign 
from office. 
“I personally believe the President is 
guilty, and I think that the release of 
evidence will prove it,” Carter said. 
Those who said they thought Nixon 
should provide the materials sought by 
the House panel were Evans, and Govs. 
Daniel Walker, D-Ill., Wendell R. An­ 
derson, D-Minn., and Wendell H. Ford, 
D-Ky. 
Evans was asked at the news con­ 
ference if he could forsee a situation in 
which Nixon would be justified in 
balking at a Supreme Court order to 
supply Watergate evidence. 
He said the question was “too 
speculative” but noted any court 
decision is composed of a verdict and a 
written opinion.

NEW YORK (AP) - A murkyism is 
a statement which gives the illusion of 
something profound. We cite as a prime 
example the saying, “He who would 
rule the sand must be brother to the 
wind.” 
Tonight, public television is offering 
a one-hour murkyism called “Video: 
The New Wave.” It’s described as 
“highly personal statements by a new 
wave of artists experimenting in the 
early stage of the video revolution.” 
It might better be described as “how 
to study under Ernie Kovacs and flunk 
the course.” 
Some 30 pieces of experimental video 
artwork are on display, many of them 
electronic abstractions in which shapes 
are altered, bizarre noises made and 
eyes tortured. 
It will be a bonanza for those wont to 
cry, “How profound! How profound!” 
when a work of modern art has them 
stumped. For civilians, the show may 
simply appear the work of cuckoos. 
However, both sides will enjoy a 
brief, funny sequence, taped by San 
Francisco’s Top Value Television crew, 
in which CBS’ Roger Mudd refuses to 
answer TVT questions at the 1972 GOP 
national convention. 
Our knowledgeable guide throughout, 
this tour of television’s rarely seen 
avant garde gallery is an art critic, 
Brian O’Doherty, whose commentary 
is not unlike that of an art critic. 
As one set of images shape up, he 
advises that the work is “reflective, 
transcendental, mystical.” 
As another artist electronically 
alters a photograph of himself and his 
father, we’re told the piece “brings into 


this medium subtleties rarely found in 
it.” He is right. 
As we see a block of ice consumed by 
fire, we learn “the content is not in the 
result, but in the process.” 
The show’s high spot arrives with a 
study of transparent tape on a wood 
floor. And our guide observes: “The 
tape as it lies asks, ‘Where am I?’ Re­ 
moving the tape gives the answer.” 
After 40 minutes, I asked, “Where 
am I?” Removing myself gave the 
answer. 
I know I shouldn’t knock creative 
efforts, but I got to thinking about all 
this and, honest to Pete, the whole thing 
is plumb ridiculous.

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Slowdown saves lives 


Occasional efforts are made to 
discredit that old highway safety 
adage, “ Speed k ills.” The ex­ 
pression weathers all attacks 
because, unlike some glib slogans, it 
has a sound basis in fact. 
The fact is that, all things con­ 
sidered, 
speed 
increases 
the 
frequency of accidents and the 
severity of injuries. There is no 
mystery as to the reasons for this; 
they have to do with the nature of 
human beings and the laws of 
physics. 


The higher the speed of an 
automobile, the quicker the driver 
must react in an emergency. There 
are limits to human reaction time. If 
a driver is barely able to extricate 
himself from a tight spot at 50 miles 
an hour, he may not quite make it at 
70 or 80. The extra speed makes the 
difference. 
Higher speed also leads to worse 
injuries and more deaths. The faster 
a car is moving when it crashes, the 
faster occupants are hurtled from 
their seats at the moment of impact. 
The National Safety Council informs 


us that in a crash at 50 m.p.h. the 
chance of survival is four times 
greater than at 70 m.p.h. 
This leads naturally into the 
Safety Council’s heartening news 
that this year’s three-day Memorial 
Day weekend brought the fewest 
auto deaths in 14 years. Reduced 
speed was not the only factor in this; 
some reduction in the amount of 
driving also played a part. But the 
most important element seems to 
have been a general slowdown on the 
highways.

Israelis fear for water supply 


On a recent trip to Israel I tumbled to 
something that escapes the headlines in 
all the stories about the Israeli-Syrian 
struggle for the Golan Heights. In 
practically every account of Henry 
Kissinger’s maneuvering to find an 
acceptable cease-fire formula that will 
adjourn the bickering to Geneva (in our 
day peace talks are the continuation o f' 
war by other means), the big question 
revolves around m ilitarily defensible 
boundaries. The Isrealis are naturally 
afraid of exposing their kibbutzim, or 
voluntary farm collectives, around the 
Sea of Galilee to Syrian artillery fire 
from close up. The Syrains, for their 
part, are frightened by the possibility 
that the Israelis might, some day, take 
off from the neighborhood of the town 
of Kuneitra for a sweep on Damascus. 
These fears are real, but, for the 
Israelis, the need either to command or 
neutralize the Golan Heights region 
transcends purely m ilitary con­ 
siderations. The Syrians could promise 
never to fire another shot at the Israeli 
kibbutz of 
Ein Gev, which nestles 
under the frowning upsweep of the 
Golan hills, and still the whole of the 
Israeli north would be at the mercy of 
Arab plotting. The menace is summed 
up in one word: water. 
If you look at a large-scale Middle 
East map, you will see that the sources 
of the Jordan River are in territory 
that, before 1967, belonged to Syria. 
True, the upper Jordan waters empty 
into the Sea of Galilee in what has 
always been Israeli territory. From 
Galilee they flow on to the Dead Sea, 
mostly through contested land. One 
drawback about taking water directly 
from Galilee is that it is a slightly 
saline lake; to get really good water the 
Israelis must divert it before it qjtfiRfc 
Galilee itself. 


THE ISR A ELI pumping station for 
its whole artificial irrigation system is 
at Tabkha, not very far from the 
present Syrian border. If the Syrians 
could wreck Tabkha, they would have 
the Israelis at their mercy. Before the 
Six-Day War of 1967, the Syrians 
showed the utmost in ill-will toward the 
Israelis whenever water problems 
were discussed. The late Erie John­ 
ston, one-time head of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, had worked 
out a plan for sharing water from the 
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Jordan sources among the four nations 
of Syria, Israwl, Jordan and Lebanon. 
But the Syrians refused to accept the 
plan; they would do nothing, they told 
their Arab brothers in Jordan and 
Lebanon, that would help Israel 
become self-sufficient in food, 
The 1967 war, which pushed the 
Syrians back from the Golan crests, did 
not enable the Israelis to put the 
Johnston plan into effect all by 
themselves. But it at least put some 
vital distance between their existing 
irrigation system and the Syrians. To 
give up much of the Golan would be to 
subject virtually the whole population 
of Israel to water blackmail. This 
would be even worse than oil black­ 
mail, which, as the whole Western 
world now knows, is bad enough. 
The Syrians and the Lebanese don’t 
need water as badly as the Israelis — at 


Lebanon has its own mountains and a 
goodly rainfall — it grew the cedars of 
antiquity that figure in the Bible. 
As for Syria, it is, according to the 
Middle-East Intelligence Survey, 
engaged in complicated negotiations 
with Iraq and Turkey for the sharing of 
the Euphrates River water. The 
political squabbles between Turks, 
Iraqis and Syrians over parcelling out 
the water and hydroelectric power of 
the Euphrates multiply endlessly, and 
are complicated by Turkey’s need for 
Iraq’s oil. But Syria gets first whack at 
the Orontes River water before it flows 
into Turkey. 
Syria isn’t hunting for the lack of 
moisture the way Israel would hurt if 
the Jordan headwaters were to be 
diverted, as they might be if the Golan 
Heights were to be lost by the Irsraelis 
by connivance of the Big Powers of 
Geneva.

By PERRY SMITH 
Associated Press Writer 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — In the 
past few months Sen. Harry Meshel, D- 
33 Youngstown, has taken on the job of 
oil company watchdog as gasoline 
prices went up and gasoline shortages 
grew less. 
Since January he has introduced 
three measures aimed at oil company 
operations. He indicates more may be 
in the mill. 
The latest Meshel bill would require 
all gasoline service stations to post 
their prices in a conspicuous place in 
lettering at least six inches high. 
Meshel said he was trying to help the 
consumer. 
“ In these days when consumers feel 
the need to shop around for gas it is 
difficult to do so unless price signs are 
adequately posted so they can be read 
from the street,” Meshel said. 
“ It is a waste of everyone’s time for 
customers to wait in long lines for gas 
only to find upon getting to the pumps 
that the prices are inordinately out of 
line.” 
Meshel’s bill also requires large 
signs telling whether a station is open 
or closed, 
Meshel also has two resolutions 
pending in the Senate — one requesting 
a freeze in the prices of gasoline and 
diesel fuel for a year and the other 
asking for a similar freeze on oil and 
bottling gas prices.

Financial trouble? No. As the chair­ 
man explained at the company’s an­ 
nual meeting, the world’s economy is in 
a critical condition.

While investor indolence has a 
history of many months, a new factor 
conceivably could be introduced that 
also would keep money from being in­ 
vested in productive industry. It’s an 
old element: Gold.

sends notes 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (A P) — Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger has sent 
secret messages to Syria and Israel 
spelling out their unwritten com­ 
mitments to each other underthe Golan 
Heights disengagement agreement he 
negotiated, a Lebanese publication 
reported today. 
The Arab World, a usually well­ 
informed digest of Arab news and 
opinion, said the commitments covered 
such issues as Palestinian guerrillas, 
the status of the buffer zone and 
satellite reconnaissance.

Rural schooling 
below average 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Although 
people are going to school longer than 
they used to, those in rural areas still 
are dropping out sooner than their city 
cousins, the Agriculture Department 
says. 
During the decade of the 1960s, ac­ 
cording to the department’s Economic 
Research Service, people generally 
added about one and a half years to 
their schooling. Based on 1970 census 
figures, the median number of years 
spent going to school for persons 25 or 
older was slightly more than 12.

means 
one-half 
of 
the 
population had more than the median 
years of schooling and one-half had 
fewer. But in totally rural counties, 
researchers found, the median school 
career lagged the national average by 
a full two years.

debate on the future of Northern 
Ireland amid growing sentiment for 
British withdrawal from the province 
after nearly five years of bloodshed. 
More than 1,000 persons have died in 
the war between Northern Ireland's 
Protestant majority and the Roman 
Catholic community, outnumbered two 
to one. The dead include more than 200 
British soldiers who tried to restore 
peace. 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson called 
Parliament back into session after a 
coalition of moderate Protestants and 
Catholics attempting to govern Nor­ 
thern Ireland was forced to resign. The 
British government resumed direct 
rule of the province after a 15-day 
general strike led by militant Protes­ 
tants opposed to the sharing of power 
with the Catholics. 
Although 
there was considerable 
belief in British political circles before 
the strike that the moderates in Nor­ 
thern Ireland eventually would win out, 
many of Wilson’s Laborites, some 
Conservatives and a number of 
Liberals now reportedly favor setting a 
date for Britain to get out of Northern 
Ireland. 
The tabloid Daily Mirror, which has a 
national circulation of more than 4 
million, devoted its entire front page 
today to what it called Britain’s gravest 
crisis since the British-French invasion 
of Suez in 1956 and to a decision the 
country must face: Pulling out its 
troops and abandoning sovereignty 
over the province.

Mass transit funds 
virtually untouched 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The mass 
transit woes of many cities have one 
solution 
waiting 
for 
them 
in 
Washington. It’s bushels of money— 
estimated at up to $4 billion—available 
but virtually untouched for almost a 
year. 
All it takes is willingness by state and 
local governments to make a choice 
between roads, cars that use them and 
the fuel they use against energy-saving 
mass transit. 
Last August, Congress passed and 
President Nixon signed into law a bill 
freeing billions of dollars from the 
federal highway trust fund to be used 
for public transportation, such 
as 
buying buses or railcars, or other capi­ 
tal expenses. 
Yet, only one state has taken ad­ 
vantage of the law and one other has an 
application on file with the federal 
government. 
Massachusetts on Thursday received 
$671 milton for use for public mass 
transit in the Boston area and for a 
section of highway in the southeastern 
part of the state. Pennsylvania has 
filed 
an 
application 
for 
the 
Philadelphia area, which could yield 
about $165 million. 
A spokesman for the Urban Mass 
Transit Administration of the Tran­ 
sportation Department said more 
states have not taken advantage of the 


law because cities view public trans­ 
portation not as a service but as a 
burden. A spokesman for DOT’s 
Federal Highway Administration said 
there is about $4 billion available for 
public mass transit that cities have not 
sought. 
Asked if there were liabilities in 
requesting the money, the 
UMTA 
spokesman said, “Disadvantages? No, 
not that I can think of, if a state has 
done its research.” 
Money received under the act would 
not cut back on other federal tran­ 
sportation-related funds going to the 
state, she said. 


Massachusetts decided it would be of 
more benefit to have the money that 
would have been spent on one section of 
Interstate highway—a beltway stretch 
around Boston— transferred for ex­ 
penditure 
on public m ass 
tran ­ 
sportation needs. 
If states opt for the transportation, it 
can only be publicly owned mass 
transit, and the money comes from 
Washington after the federal govern­ 
ment is convinced the stretch of high­

Veteran cultivates 
marijuana garden 


FAIRFIELD, 111. (AP) — Kenneth 
Kays is not your government-issue 
hero. His victory garden is full of 
marijuana, and he is determined to 
keep it as a symbol of his freedom. 
Kays, 24, won the Medal of Honor and 
was honored at the White House for his 
heroism in Vietnam. 
A draft resister-turned-medic, Kays 
lost a leg in battle in May 1970 but 
repeatedly crawled past his lines to 
rescue and treat wounded comrades. 
Today his battleground is a 1,000 
square-foot patch near his trailer in 
this southern Illinois town where he 
farms the illegal marijuana plants for 
his own personal use. 
With practiced ease, he swings down 
the rows on his artificial leg hoeing, 
raking and tilling. A headband secures 
his long, sun-tinted hair which cas­ 
cades into his beard. 
Clark 
REALLY DO 
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Kays was raised in F airfield , 
population 6,000, and attended Southern 
Illinois University. He was discharged 
from the Army in 1970, and has been 
living here on disability checks since. 
What he did in Vietnam and what he 
is doing now are part of the same 
personal quest for freedom and what is 
just, even if it conflicts with the law, 
Kays said. 
Kays resisted going into military 
service. When his induction notice 
came, he left for Canada. But, unsure 
he was doing the right thing, he report­ 
ed 31 days late and volunteered to be a 
medic. 
The medal he earned has no value of 
itself, only the experience it represents, 
and has often been a source of trouble, 
he said, brings him unwanted attention 
and praise. 
Kays, arrested twice and convicted 
once for possession and cultivation of 
marijuana, was sentenced to one year’s 
probation. 
Two weeks after his first arrest, the 
sheriff discovered 
Kays 
was 
still 
growing marijuana and arrested him 
again. The prosecutor is seeking to re­ 
voke probation. 
“I don’t wish to fight, but I ’m not 
going to quit,” he said. “I will trust to 
the courts to see that justice is done.

United States today withdrew the last 
of the 216 military men it sent to Laos 16 
months ago, ending a decade of direct

Indochinese kingdom’s civil w ar, 
diplomatic sources reported. 
The last of the force of special 
“military attaches” took a commercial 
flight to Bangkok, Thailand, the 
sources said. 
The Laotian peace accords specify 
that all foreign troops are to be out of 
the country by June 4. The last of more 
than 17,000 Thai troops pulled out two 
weeks ago, but military sources say 
there is no evidence that North Viet­ 
namese has withdrawn any of the esti­ 
mated 25,000-30,000 troops it has along 
its supply lines through southeast Laos 
to the Communist forces in South 
Vietnam.

FLIXBOROUGH, England (AP) - 
The British government today ordered 
a major inquiry into the Nypro 
chemical plant explosion that killed 29 
persons and injured 105, according to 
latest official reports. 
All the reported dead were workers 
at the factory in rural eastern England, 
but only eight bodies had been 
recovered by Sunday night because 
fires still raged over more than 20 acres 
of the plant site. 
Damage from the explosion Saturday 
exceeded $140 million. The chemical 
plant and about IOO homes in nearby 
villages were ruined—their roofs blown 
off, windows and walls .shattered. 
Announcing the government inquiry, 
Environment Undersecretary Gordon 
Oakes said: 
“ Surely dangerous 
processes and homes must be kept well 
apart.” 
Leading 
newspapers 
speculated that government controls 
over chemical plants are inadequate, 
and one paper said the government’s 
chief inspector of factories, Brian Har­ 
vey, told it scientists are creating 
technologies they do not understand 
fully. 
Flixborough, a village of 310 persons 
150 miles north of London, was 
declared a disaster area. The Rev. Ken 
O’Riordan, a Roman Catholic priest, 
walked the blackened streets sobbing: 
“This is terrible, terrible. There is 
nothing I can do but pray.” 


At the height of the blaze Saturday 
night, an estimated 20,000 persons 
living in the surrounding Lincolnshire 
villages and fields were evacuated to 
shelters set up in schools and churches 
because 
of 
poisonous 
fumes. 
Housewives wept as they returned to 
their ruined or damaged homes Sun­ 
day. 
The jobs of 30,000 nylon workers in 
northeast England were jeopardized by 
the Flixborough explosion and fire. 
Nypro was Britain’s only factory 
producing caprolactum, used to 
strengthen nylon for heavy industrial 
use. The plant was owned by British 
and Dutch interests. 
The cause of the blast is still not 
known, but authorities said they 
believed it to be accidental.

Council didn’t get its two vacant seats 
filled, but it came close when Mrs. 
Wahneta Haffner said after the 
meeting Saturday afternoon that she 
was willing to take one of them. She will 
be installed at next meeting if she 
doesn’t change her mind. 
As for the other vacancy, Mayor 
Ronald Anderson said “we don’t have 
anyone in mind right now” and then 
added “maybe we’ll have to call for 
volunteers. . .Someone who’ll take the 
job.”

result of a patient’s initial treatment. 
The 
new, 
still-unsubstantiated 
evidence was reported recently by Dr. 
Giulio J. D’Angio of New York’s 
Memorial Hospital for Cancer and 
Allied Diseases at a conference 
sponsored by the American Cancer 
Society at Dallas, Tex. He identified the 
drug as Actinomycin-D, an antibiotic. 
Dr. C. Gordon Zubrod of the National 
Cancer Institute said the institute plans 
to explore this evidence. 
During the past year, they and others 
have voiced suspicions that some still- 
unidentified components of highly-suc- 
cessful drug and-or radiation treat­ 
ment for certain cancers might cause 
unrelated second cancers in some 
patients, primarily children, years 
later. 
Dr. Zubrod, director of the division of 
cancer treatment at NCI, said a new 
dimension appears opened up for 
research—based on the possibility sug­ 
gested by Dr. D’Angio’s report, that 
certain drugs in the arsenal of the 
cancer fighters might actually provide 
some strong built-in insurance against 
production of such subsequent ma­ 
lignancies. 
“That is,” he said, “some drugs may 
diminish the possible risk while others 
may enhance it, especially when such 
drugs are combined with radiation.” 
He said researchers now know that 
radiation sometimes can cause second 
cancers unrelated to the one originally 
controlled, and that the task at hand 
involves identifying the safest and most 
dangerous drugs and modifying treat­ 
ments. 
Red gunners hit 
Bien Hoa base 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (API- 
Communist gunners attacked the Bien 
Hoa air base today for the first time in 
seven months, killing 42 Vietnamese 
and wounding 82, police officials 
reported. Many of the casualties were 
caught by a direct hit on a prison camp. 
Thirty rockets struck the sprawling 
air base and five surrounding villages 
15 miles northeast of Saigon before 
dawn, the police said. 
One of the 122mm rockets tore 
through the roof of a building inside the 
Tan Hiep Correctional Center, riddling 
more than IOO sleeping prisoners with 
shrapnel, Associated Press pho­ 
tographer Dan Van Phuoc reported.
